Aftrological 
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Aſtrological Tudgments fan the Year 1771. 
AVING finiſhed the calculations, I ſhall give you my 
jud ments in the altrologic:l way of the former vifſi- 
ble eclipſe of the Moon, which 1s cclebrated in the treache- 
rous ſign Scorpio, in the ſquare to Saturn in Leo, who is 
lord of the aſcendent, and poſited in the 7th, in oppoſition 
tothe aſcendent ; and Japiter 1s in the 12th, in oppoſition to 
Mars in the th, who is Lord cf the eclipſe, what muſt 
we ſay? We can expect no good from theſe aſpects of the 
inſortunes; for my authors tell me, and it agrees with my 
own long experience, that an eclipſe of either of the lumi- 
naries, under the preſent ſituations, promiſes no good to 
the common people in general, but rather the death of the 
yulgar and 1gnoble ſort of them; with ſeditions and ru- 
mours of wars, and eruptions, and overflowings of the 
ſea banks, with the ruins of houſes and ancient buildings; 
it alſo foreſhews diviſions and animoſities among the 
clergy. In the air horrible thunder and lightning, ſome- 
times with earthquakes. Alſo under the influence of this 
ecliple we are drawing near to the third grand oppoſition 
of the two ſuperiors, of which more in it's proper place, 
ad which will irritate theſe effects, and ſtir up other 
diſorders among mankind. And as we had a comet 
that ſhone viſibly the greateſt part of the laſt ſummer 
from the writing of this, which I fully expeQed, but 
would not be the harbinger of ill news to mankind ; 
for I am of opinion that not any comet ever ap- 
peared to public view but what brought diſadvantages 
along with it; and likewiſe as by a letter from a cor» 
reſpondent in the weſt of England, I was informed, that 
upon Thurſday the 22d of March, 1770, at ten in the 
forenoon were ſeen three ſuns, viz. two perellii, or mock 
ſuns, beſides a true. 1 had other accounts of them from 
ifferent parts of England. There has been much diſ- 
courſe among the learned philoſophers and naturalifis about 
tie cauſe or original of theſe parellii or mock ſuns. Some 
are of opinion they are cauſed by the true ſun's ſhining 
rough ſubtile moiſt and diaphanous clouds below the 
dun on each fide of him, that, like glaſſes, receive his 
mage, which they thus differently reflect upon us to our 
10 little wonder. 
Others 
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Others are of opinion that theſe apparitions an 
cauſed by ſpirits or angels. Mr. Lilly, in his Starry Meg. 
ſenger, ſays, I am of opinion theſe ſights, as well as many 
Others, were cauſed by thoſe tutelary angels, who, 
God's permiſſion, and under him have the government of 
this nation. The excellent author of Rel. Med. Seſt. zu 
tells us, that theſe noble eſſences in Heaven bear a friendly 
regard to their fellow natures here on earth, and that ſuch 
like prodigies are the charitable premonicions of good 
angels, which more careleſs inquiries turn but to the effech 
of chance and nature, 

Dr. Fulke, that learned Meteorologiſt, ſays, that these 
pſeudo, or mock ſuns, are nothing elſe but idols or images 
of the true Sun repreſented in an equal ſmooth and wate 

cloud, placed on the fide of the Sun, ſometimes on fol 
fides of him, into which the Sun-beams being received 
as in a glaſs, expreſs the likencſs of faſhion and light that 
is in the Sun, as though there were many ſuns, whe:ea 
indeed there is but one, and all the reſt are images. 

This ſmooth and wateriſh cloud is not ſaid to be under 
the Sun, for then it would make the circle called crowns or 
garlands, (for ſuch images do aſſo appear in the Heavers) 
nor 1s it oppoſite to the Sun, for then it would make the 
rainbow; but it is ſaid to be on the ſide where the image 
may be beſt repreſented. Alſo it may not be too far off, 
for then the beams will be too feeble to be reflected ; nor 

et too near, for if it be ſo the Sun will diſperle it, but 
in a competent and middle diſtance, for ſo the repreſenta- 
tion of many ſuns is cauſed. They are moſt often ſcen in 
the morning, (as this you ſee was) and in the evening, 
ſeldom at nocn day, eſpecially in hot weather, becauſe the 
heat would diſſolve them. Yet there have been \:me ſeen 
in the morning, and continued all day long until the even- 
ing. Sometimes again there appear many little ſuns like 
unto ſtars, which are cauſed after this ſort, as we ſee a man's 
face to be expreſſed in a broken looking-glaſs. So when 
the cloud hath many ſeparations, there appear many ſuns 
on one fide the true Sun, ſometimes great and ſometimes 
little, as the parts that are ſeparated are in quantity. 

Theſe apparitions of the parellii do naturally betoken 


tempeſts and rain to follow, becauſe they ſeWom *

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bat in a watery diſpoſition of the air; and if they appear 
on the ſouth fide of rhe Sun they ſignify greater tempeſls 
than if tiey appeared on the north fide : the reaſon whereof 
is this, becauſe the ſouthern vapour is ſooner diſſolved into 
water than the northern. 

For a ſup+-rnatural ſigniſication, for they have been 
noted to be forerunners of ſtrange events) they have been 
obſerved to have portended wars, contentions of princes, 
emperors and nations, &c. As not long before the great 
ſuuggling and contending intereſts of Galba, Otho, and 
Vitellius for the empire of Rome, there appeared three 
duns; and of latter years, a little before the ſlaughter of 
Lewis, king of Hungary, were ſeen three ſuns, which be- 
tokened the three Princes who contended for that kingdom, 
namely, Ferdinando, -afterward emperor of Germany, 
John Vaybode, and the grand Seignior. I could multiph 
inſtances of this nature, and bring them down to our own 
times; but I ſhall conclude with this my real opinion of 
the intent of the Almighty in permitting the appearances 
of eclipſes, and comets, and parellii, Sc. to the fight of 
mortal men, viz. that God ſends them as monitors on 
* to warn us to amend our ſinful lives, to re- 
orm the animoſities, and different opinions that are at 
this time too riſe amongſt us; which if we do not take 
notice of we ſhall juſtly incur ſuch judgments and puniſhe 
ments that they naturally menace us withal, and become 
deſervedly ſubjects to the wrath and fury of an angry and 
peenſed Deity. And ſo much for theſe eclipſes.
